"Councilman Quinn. said that the 


Socialists had called the council an 
organization of gratters and that he 
•uas gomj to fix them," said Captain 
J. \V. Clough of t/ie Volunteers of 
America yesterday, in explanation of 
the reason for passing the ordinance 
that makes illegal speaking on cer- 
tain streets. 
"The law is the result 


oC spite work. 
The council wants to 


prevent the gathering of Socialists, so 
we and t!Te Salvation Army aru in- 
cluded in the persecuting order. 


Will Test the Law. 


"The Volunteers have retained an 


attorney- to fight the efforts of the 
council. 
Tomoirow night we will at- 


tempt to hold a religious meeting on 
Commercial How. 
When the police 


tell us to move, we will refuse. Then 
we will be arrested. 
\Vc will submit 


to the arrest, and face trial for the 
purpose of testing the power of the 
council." 
Captain Clnug-h of the Volunteers 


nml Captain Smith of the Salvation 
Army are working together to oppose 
the .action of the council. 
They say 


they have nothing to do with the ar- 
gument of the Socialists and t.hey do 
•not intent! to co-operate with the lat- 
ter body. Continuing the representa- 
tive of the Salvation Army and the 
Volunteers said: 


'•We visited every member of the 


council and explained to them that 
the~order removing- us'from the prin- 
cipal bushiess streets would destroy 
our power of good. "We said we would 
have to meet near the city's center so 
that people would be attracted to our 
services. 


Socialists the Quarry. 


"Councilman Fitzgerald replied that 


the aim of the council was to 'get af- 
ter the socialists.' The others said\the 
same. They all agreed that they 'did 
not want to molest us. 
But you ca.n 
see the effect of their action. It has 
lessened our scope of labor among 
the downfallen, and the sinners of the 
city have not the opportunity to at- 
tend the hymnal sessions. 


"\Ve pleaded with the council at 


the last minute too, hoping that it 
w'ould not pass the ordinance, but we 
were told the law would become ef- 
fective 
'notwithstanding 
our 
argu- 


ments. 


"The councilmen have an axe to 


grind." 
Captain Smith, who lives at 
G3S 


Xorth Virginia street, made no at- 
tempt to defy the law last night. The 
Salvation Army remained at home 
Likewise the Volunteers under Cap- 
tarn Clough did not appear on the 
street. 
The two religious organiza- 


tions await the advice of their attor- 
ney. 
In the meantime the socialists 


are taking the same couisc. 


Chief of Police LceperNvho gave the 


instructions to the patrolmen to en- 
force the ordinance said he carried 
out the order of the council, no alter- 
native being possible. 
He feels that 


the permission of speaking or holding 
religious services on the principal 
streets endangers! the

of

auditors and obstructs traffic. 


Ministers Favor Spenkin-r.

Tho famous resort of the former 
champion wrestler, \\ho has been em- 
palmed in song as "Muldoon, the Solid 


I Man," is always filled with men of 
means, lawyers and brokers especially, 
who have broken down from over- 
work. 
Muldoon gets them into tho 


open air. He makes them walk and 
ride and puts' them through a course 
Of boxing "and -wrestling until they 
leave his place looking ten 
years 


younger. 


Arid that is where Secretary of 
State Elihu Hoot has been spending 
his time. He boxes and wrestles just 
as if he had never been worried about 
a question of diplomacy in all his life. 


The mental condition of Mr. Root 


has worried Mrs. Root and all the 
members of the family, including his

Is Irascible. 


When last week Secretary 
Taft, 
Postmaster-General Meyer and Secre- 
taiy Root were summoned to Oyster 
Bay, Mr. Root was accompanied by 
his wife, who was tenderly solicitous 
for him and would not let the reporters 
talk to him. Root, on the surface, is 
regarded as a man without emotion. 
The actual fact is all the other wav. 
Root to his intimates has an almost 
ungovernable temper and puts all the 
force of his feeling in vihat he says 
and does. 
He has been excited in 


cabinet mectm5s to the verge of pas- 
sion, but has oeen able to come out 
smiling at the correspondents. 


During the llrst'two weeks of his 


stay the Secretary gained a pound a 
day and now can ride IS miles a day 
as well as handle the medicine ball 
and box the vigorous rounds.

West- 
ern in the transaction. 
It is admit- 


ted that it is not the Rock Island 
•and, as the only other people who 
have sufficient mnney to finance a 
deal of this proportion are associates 
of Harriman, the "street" winked its

the labor situation is the charge made~ 
here tonight by mine-operators who 
have witnessed the failure of efforts 
made by Senator Nixon to adjust the 
lifflculty that began last Sunday when 
the men on the Mohawk walked out, 
followed on Wednesday by those on 
the Combination mines. 


By a vote of 110 to 20 the Moliawlc 


and Combination employes this morn- 
ing rejected t,he agreement which had 
been negotiated by their committee 
with the management of the Goldfield 


onsolidated properties. 
This com- 


mittee was in amicable conference 
with the Consolidated officials, 
and 


the good faUh of the latter was sfiown. 
by concessions which they made In 
the arrangement of the change-rooms. 
It was conceded that the men should 
be provided with individual lockers in 
the change-rooms, and with this con- 
cession immediate settlement of tho 
disagreement was expected. 


Miners Rrcak April'ARi'cement. 
But when the report of the com- 


mittee was submitted to the miners, 
they promptly rejected it, by the vote 
slated, aind sent it bac.k with the ulti- 
matum that before they would re- 
turn to work the management would 
have to agree that hereafter the min- 
ers' union shall have jurisdiction over 
ill men employed in and about the 
mines. 


This latest demand Ts in direct vio- 


lation of the terms of settlement 'nego- 
tiated and accepted by both sides, 
whe nthe last big strike was brought 
to an end in April. 
That agreement 


excepted from the jurisdiction of the 
miners' union certain of the employes 
about the mine, and fci demanding 
taht its terms be changed the miners 
have broken faith, as they broke 
faith over the agreement by which tho 
winter strike was settled, which spe- 
iflcally provided for change-rooms. 


Merger Will Stiinil Its Grotfrid. 
The management of the Consoli- 


dated properties made no reply to the 
miners' ultimatum, and the shut-down 
on the Mohawk and Combination will 
continue until next Tuesday at least, 
when the regular meeting of the min- 
ers' union will be held. 


Senator Nixon left here this even- 


ing to return to Reno. Before leaving 
he stated that in the concessions made 
to the men the company had gone as 
far as it could or would go in making 
concessions.

E. A. Murtlock Says Eastern Plnmas 


Is all A'ery Kich and a 


New Country 


E. A. Murdock, who furnished The 


Journal with an account of his min- 
ing operations 35 miles northwest of 
this city, about a week ago, was in 
town again yesterday, bringing with 
him a fine set of specimens from the 
Nevada Plumas 
mine, 
which were 


placed on display In the windows of 
the Thomas office on Center street, 
where, durlnp- the day they attracted 
much attention. 


The specimens consist of a very 


beautiful collection of peacock ore, 
which needs no assaver's certificate to 
prove its high value. 


Shows Native Copper. 


Among the specimens shown in a 


small piece, blackened by the heat 
of the assayer's furnace, and minus 
Its beautiful and varied colors, but 
showing, which is much more to the 
point, a large button ot native copper, 
forced to the surface by the heat. 


The property from which this ore 
came, as described by Mr. Murdoek, 
is 35 miles north west of the city, 
and seven and a half miles west ot 
Bcckwith pass at Chilcoot. 


The shaft on the 
ledge is now 


down 30 feet, and there are at work 
eight miners, the most of whom arr 
busily engaged in breaking down the 
rich ore, a shipment of which will 
be made in the near future, as the 
ore is being sacked for that pur-' 
pose. 
The assays from the richest of the 


Bornite ore, show copper values to 
the extent of S287.10 and $300, al- 
though this ore does not, oE course, 
represent 
the whole ledge. 
It is 


found in a 30-inch stringer, the main 
ledge being from four to sis feet in 
width. 


Eastern Plumas Is Kich 


"The 
whole 
of 
eastern 
Plumas 


county," said Mr. Murdoek, " is 
a 
new country, and is showing some 
wonderful returns, considering that it 
is only now that it is commencing to 
attract the attention of prospectors 
and mining men.

mineral wealth are evident. 
They 


stick up on all sides. 


"\Ve have, I believe, honestly, got 
a bifc thing»in this mine.

very rich, and I do not at all doubt 
that the whold of the matter we are 
now breaking will pay very) well to 
ship, and we arc going ahead' on 
that basis.

Treasury Department to Make De- 


posits, But Wall Street Must 


Care for Itself. 


PLANS TO PREVENT A PAXIC 


Xows Causes the Abandonment of 


Efforts to Boost Prices 


of Stocks. 


(By Associated Press) 


NEW YORK, Aug. 23.—That the 


administration- intends to carry out 
the policy announced by Secretary 
Cortelyou several months ago and let 
Wall Street take care of itself without 
assistance from Washington, such as 
has been forthcoming in ail previous 
financial disturbances, was made so 
clear todi.y by treasury shipments to 
Chicago fncl San Francisco that the 
effect was discouraging on the mar- 
ket. 
The tentative efforts to boost 
prices that have been manifest during 
the last two clays were abandoned. 
Dealings were greatly restricted and 
prices fell. 


At the opening, business was insig- 


nificant, with prices unchanged to 
slightly lower than the closing of yes- 
terday. Buying to cover raised Union 
Pacific 
to yesterday's closing and 
other stocks raillied half a point. The 
market continued dull with unimport- 
ant fluctuations, the slig.ht rise in 
Reading- and Union Pacific calling 
forth selling orders. 
Those resulted 
at length jn a sharp depression, Union 
Paciflc falling 2 3-S below yesterday's 
closing, Northwestern 1 3-4, Amalga- 
mated Copper 1 1-2 and Southern 
Paciflc and Great Northern preferred 
1 3-S. 


The closing was active with a weak 
market at lowest figures for the day, 
the bears concentrating their attack 
against Reading and Union Pacific. 
After the market had closed the 
evening 
papers 
contained 
an an- 
nouncement of Secretary 
Cortelyou 
that beginning next 
week he will 
place in New York, Boston and such 
other cities as he sees fit, deposits of 
government funds in sufficient quan- 
tities to prevent money stringency or 
possible panic during the crop-mov- 
ing period. 
Cortelyou plans to prevent a panic 
rather than come to the relief of the 
market when the market is actually 
in trouble. 


For these deposits the law allows 


Cortelyou to use all the customs 
funds. If these are insufficient he will 
augment them from the treasury bal- 
ance. The Secretary hopes to prevent 
speculators from taking advantage of 
the situation by not announcing in 
advance the amounts to be deposited. 
He believes the plan will do muct to 
prevent the gold movement to Europe.
